The road bill has passed. It 
took Congress more than 18 
months to write one that they 
could agree on. The Republi- 
cans call it “Ike's program. The 
Democrats are claiming credit 
for it because this is a Demo-| 
cratic Congress. Also, it’s elec- 
tion yea: 

But let’s check the record. 
Let's recall the occasion of the 
original presentation of the idea 
and give'a wee bit of credit 
where credit is due. 

On March 17th, 1954, Cecil 
M. Webb, then Chairman of the 
Florida State Road Board, visit- 
ed President Eisenhower in the 
White House and proposed the 
biggest Federal road building 
program in history. 

On July 12th, four mònths 
later, in New York City, Vice- 
President Richard M. Nixon out- 
lined this plan publicly. Nixon 
read a speech that President 
Eisenhower had planned tp de- 
liver. But due to the death of 
his sister-in-law, the wife of his 
brother Milton, President Eisen- 
hower was unable to make the 
speech himself, 

At that time, no mention of 
Cecil Webb was made by Vice- 
President Nixon, although the 
plan was essentially the same 
that Webb had proposed on his 
March*17th visit to the White 
House. There was one differ- 
ence worth noting: Webb had 
suggested an expenditure of 
$30 billion over a period of six 
years, President Eisenhower 
called for a road program cost- 
ing $50 biltion to be spent over 
a period of 10 years. 

‘The bill that Congress passed 
last week provides for $32.9 bil- 
lion during the next 13 years. 
That isn’t exactly the way Cecil 
Webb had planned it, but it 
shows he was on solid ground. 

Some people laughed at Webb 
for taking his idea directly to 
the President. Some people in 
Florida said he was just trying 
to show off. Even some members 
of the Florida Delegation here 
treated “Webb as though they 
thought he should stick to mak- į 
Jing Dixie Lily grits and corn 
Í meal — and leave road building 
problems to them. 

But, it should be noted that 
Congressman Bob Sikes, “dean” 
of the Florida Delegation, did 
have faith enough in Webb's plan 
to arrange for the White House 
visit- And when Webb talked to

Gain And Loss Shown 
In PBC’s Property Tax 


Palm Beach County's intangi- 
ble presonal property tax roll 
for 1956 scored a gain of $143,- 
012,250 over the 1955 total to 
boost the total roll to $892,900,- 
000 the County Commission 
learned at its meeting Monday. 
County Tax Assessor James 
M. Owens, Jr., in presenting a 
capitulation of the tax assess- 
ment roll, also told the board 
that an increase of $26,088,959 
was recorded in the value of all 
county real estate, tangible per- 
sonal property and railroad and 
telegraph to bring the 1956 to- 
tal to $301,944,195. 

Owens also reported on the 
following valuations: Total 
value of all real estate tangible 
personal property. and railroad 
and telegraph to be extended is 
$199,818,005 for 1956, to show 
an increase of $12,922,259 over 
1955; homestead exemption cur- 
rent value exempt .racked up 
the total of $102,020,000 for 
1956, for an increase of home- 
stead value of $13,150,130. 

A total of 31,307 homesteads 
were granted in 1956, to show an 
increase of 3,012 over 1955, the 
board also learned. 

The.1956 intangible personal 
property” tax roll valuations are 
as follows: Class A, $64,200,000; 
Class B, $786,400,000 and Class 
D $42,300,000. 

The county suffered’ a two- 
million dollar loss in assessed 
valuations for various reasons 
Owens reported, Main reason 
was the repeal of the law which 
affords all citizens a $1,000 ex- 
emption of home furnishings, 
etc., rather than the former $500 
exemption.

More religious training of 
children im the home and in the 
churches, is one of the most 
powerful antidotes` to the na- 
tionwide problém of juvenile 
delinquency. This is the opin- 
ion of Dr. Benjamin Fine, who 
conducted a five-day workshop

22. Dr. Fine, Education Editor 
of the New York Times, is a well 
known author and Pulitzer Prize 
winner, He received his doc- 
„orate from Columbia Univers- 
ty. In gathering information 
on juvenile delinquency, he ser- 
ved as “judge for a day”, assist- 
ing Judge Kaplan of New York 
City and heard over sixty cases, 
not unusual for a days work in 
that court.

quency a lack of love in the 
home between parents, and be- 
tween parents and children. 
Though delinquency was form- 
erly limited mostly to-the “other 
side of the tracks”, there is an 
increasing number from well-to- 
do and so called respectable 
homes. 

According to Dr. Fine, unless 
the rising tide is stemmed, there 
will be 2,000,000 delinquents in 
our nation by 1960. The figure 
last year was 1,330,000, well in 
excess of the estimate in his 
book, “1,000,000 Delinquents”. 

Churches in general are not 
taking the problem seriously 
enough, Dr. Fine indicated. As 
an example he cited the low in- 
cidence of delinquency among 
Jewish youth, who meet togeth- 
er three to five days a week for 
religious instruction and super- 
vised recreation. Unwillingness 
of volunteer workers in various 
churches is causing a tragic fail- 
ure of many to meet the emerg- 
ency. 


It was pointed out that moral | 


conditions which have caused 
the downfall of every greatna- 
tion of the past, are at a danger- 
ous high in our own nation, and 
threaten our own eventual 
downfall 

The workshop was attended 
by more than 50 ministers, 
teachers, church workers, youth 
leaders, social workers, juvenile 
court couhselors, and others, 
from Pensacola to Miami. 
Among Baptist ministers who 
took the study from this area 
was Harold Harllee of Lake 
Harbor.

Population Survey 
Being Expanded 


An expansion in the Current 
Population Survey, began last 
December to improve Federal 
statistics on employment and 
unemployment, has been com- 
pleted and the larger sample 
will be in effect when the U. S. 


»|Census Bureau collects facts 


from a pane] of local residents 
in June, according to. Supervisor 
Charles E. Fay of the Census 
Bureau's district office at Tam- 
pa, Florida, which participates 
in the survey. 

The expanded sample consists 
of about 35,000 interviewed 
households located in 330 dif- 
ferent areas throughout. the 
country, including nearly all of 
the previous samples of 21,000 
interviewed households in 230 
areas. The increast in size and 
dispersion of the sample im- 
proves the precision of national 
totals and also, and more im- 
portantly, the precision of the 
significant details obtained from 
the survey, such as distributions 
by age, occupation, hours,work- 
ed, and length of time unem- 
ployed. In additions, an expan- 
sion will be possible in the 
amount of information available 
for Regions and other large geo- 
graphic areas.
